The Examiner contacted the Applicant's representative Ms. Subramony on July 20, 201 1 to discuss the reference of 
Haukanes regarding the use of magnetic beads for nucleic acid and proteins from the sample and to suggest 
amendments to claim 1 for placing pending claims in better condition for allowance. The Examiner in consultation with 
primary Examiner Kapushoc suggested the step of simultaneously contacting the sample with a plurality of magnetic 
beads binding to the nucleic acids and proteins present in the sample, wherein the sample is not contacted with a 
chaotropic agent may place the pending claims in better condition for allowance. The Examiner further suggested due 
to the wide use of magnetic beads for isolating nucleic acids and proteins, to file a declaration as to why one having 
ordinary skill in the art would not combine the art of the record as suggested by the Examiner in the final office action 
of January 28,2001 1. In response Applicant has filed a supplemental response on July 27, 2011. The Examiner 
contacted the representative on August 10, 2011 to discuss the claim amendments and suggested that the novelty of 
the invention over the prior art of the record is the step of simultaneously contacting the magnetic beads and not using 
the chaotropic agent The Applicant's representative e-mailed the amendments on August 11,2011 for discussion 
purpose only .
